I recommend that students use highlighters to mark rules. Be sure to tell 
students exactly what you want them to highlight. (Otherwise, some tend to 
mark everything!) Also, ascertain that students stay with you in the discussions 
and marking process. If students jump ahead, they lose valuable learning. 


Throughout this text, I will refer to using white-boards for both the 
introduction and review of a lesson. These are extremely valuable; students will 
love writing your examples as well as their own on white-boards. (You will find a 
multitude of uses for white-boards in English and in other subjects.)

EXTREMELY IMPORTANT 


An assessment test 1s provided on the next six pages. (Answers are on pages 692-696). 


1. Please have students take this assessment before beginning any lessons. Although 
it appears lengthy, many white spaces have been created for visual ease. This 
assessment should not take students long to complete. For the pre-assessment, 
you may want to tell students to leave an answer blank if they don’t know. (This 
usually places students in a more relaxed mode.) 


2. Score the assessment and review it for information regarding the level of each 
student’s understanding. 


(I recommend that you do not share the pre-assessment results with students. If the score is low, a student 
may feel deflated before he begins this easy ~ yet thorough ~ approach to grammar and usage. Students’ 
scores on last year’s standardized tests may be reviewed to determine areas of strengths and weaknesses, 
also.) 


3. After scoring the assessment, please store 1t somewhere to be retrieved after the 
student completes it as a post assessment at the end of the year. After you have 
scored the post assessment, share both the pre and post results with students so 
that they can see their increase in understanding. This 1s a positive gesture in that 
students can internalize success and can see results of their year-long work. 

(You may want to schedule an individual conference with each student to discuss 
their pre and post assessment results. 


SCORIN G: I have provided one method of scoring in the answer key that follows 


this assessment. You will note that I place more points in usage than I do on such items 
as identification of nouns or sentence types. You may disagree. Please feel free to 
determine which areas you consider most important and to create your own scoring 
rubric. However, be sure that you use the same method of scoring for both the pre and 
post assessments. 


Note: Deletion of prepositional phrases has only been suggested (not graded). By 
learning how the process works, students will use them as a tool when completing 
the assessment.

PREPOSITIONS 


By definition, a preposition is a “relational or function word. . . that connects a 
lexical word, usually a noun or pronoun, or a syntactic construction to another 


element of the sentence, as to a verb, to a noun, or to an adjective... .” 


- Websters New World Dictionary 


The definition is difficult. You may merely wish to explain that a preposition 
begins a prepositional phrase. A prepositional phrase adds exactness, details, 


and/or clarity to our language.

DELETING PREPOSITIONAL PHRASES 


To help make our language easy to understand, we will delete (cross out) any 
prepositional phrases in a sentence. After a prepositional phrase has been 
deleted, it cannot serve as subject* or verb of that sentence. 


Example: In the middle of the storm, our lights dimmed for a few minutes. 


First, we must delete (cross out) all prepositional phrases. 


Inthe middie efthe-sterm, our lights dimmed ferafew-minutes. 


When we delete a prepositional phrase, it’s just like erasing it from the 
sentence. 
„Our lights dimmed... 


Look at the remaining words. To determine the SUBJECT of the sentence, we 
simply ask who or what the sentence is talking “about.” Storm cannot be the 
subject because we have deleted storm as part of a prepositional phrase. 


What is being discussed? Lights! Thus, /ights is the subject. We place 
one line under /ights to show that it is the subject of the sentence. 


„Our lights dimmed... 


After we know the subject, we ask what is (was) or what happens (happened). 
This is the VERB of the sentence. What happened to the lights? What did they 
do? They dimmed. Therefore, dimmed is the verb. Place a double line under 
the word to show that it is a verb. 


...our lights dimmed... 


In this sentence, /ights is the subject and dimmed is the verb. 


Crossing out prepositional phrases takes the quesswork 
out of determining subject and verb.

This concept is difficult. The initial lesson is presented in a simplistic 
manner. The adverb in this lesson is always the last word. The idea that a word 
can serve as two possible parts of speech can be confusing. Be sure to go over 
the lesson aloud with your students. 


Lesson 2 (pages 34-35): 


This lesson teaches that a word originally learned as a preposition can 
serve as an adverb somewhere in the sentence other than the last word. This 
lesson is more difficult than the preceding lesson. Introduce the following 
sentence before reading the lesson on those pages.

Notes and recommendations will continue to be presented throughout this text. 
When I offer these, I am not coming from an authoritarian perspective. I am 
simply sharing ideas. Glean what is applicable to your style of teaching and to 
your students’ needs. 


SUGGESTION: 


After students have completed a worksheet individually, I sometimes ask them to 
stand. As students finish and stand, I pair them. Their task is to compare 
answers. If students disagree, their first reference is information provided in 
the text. If they still disagree, students may want to discuss the answer with 
you. After everyone has paired and finished, discuss answers orally.

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You may want to pair students who are strong in concepts with 
those who need help. 


Your classroom may become somewhat noisy. However, students 
can be trained to use “quiet” voices. 


Some students will finish earlier than others. This is where training 
students to always have a free-reading book is important.

Again, your white boards can serve as an additional teaching tool. Use them 
to practice the three helping verbs that begin with d (referred to as the 3 dS- do, 
does, did). Move then to the 3 A45 (has, have, had), the 3 m’s (may, might, must), 
and the 3 "“oulds” (could, would, should). Show students that the helping verb that 
corresponds to cou/d is can, to should is shall, and to would is will. Practice the 
"oulds” until students know them. Then, have students list the three helping verbs 
that match them: could-can, should-shall, would-will. 

Learn the conjugation of fo be together. Be sure to learn the helping verb list 
in segments. Also, practice saying them. Later in the day, if possible, practice by 
repeating the above sequence. Before leaving for the day, if possible, say or write 
them again, using a new strategy. (This is related to accelerated learning 
techniques.) I recommend that you practice these for two days before asking 
students to list them ona mastery quiz. (Students simply number a blank paper 
from 1-23 and write the auxiliary verbs. ) 


Note: A few years ago, I met a teacher who complained that her students couldn't determine verb phrases. I 
immediately asked, “Have you had your students master the 23 helping verbs?” Her response was negative. I 
shared how vital it is for students to memorize auxiliary verbs.

TO THE TEACHER: 
IRREGULAR VERBS 


A. Give the pretest on pages 90-91 before introducing the irregular verb list. 
Have students follow the directions and write the past participle form. This 
is extremely important. (Duplicate these pages later for a posttest. ) 


B. Correct pages 90-91 very carefully. If you have students correct each 
other’s papers, you may wish to exchange again and do a recheck. 


C. The corrected paper should be returned to the student. At this point, 
students need to have a list of irregular verbs. The list is in this teacher edition 
as well as in each student workbook. Students now need to highlight any 
irregular verbs they missed. This is necessary. (If students dont have 
highlighters, I recommend circling the incorrect irregular past participle. ) 


D. The corrected paper becomes each student's individualized study list. 


Please tell students that if they wrote these incorrectly, they are 

probably saying them wrong as well. The problem is that the incorrect 
usage may “sound” right to them. Convince students that this usage does 
not sound right to others. People do judge them on the use of their language. 
Be kind, but be emphatic. (I shared with my own students that a 
businessman purchased one of my Easy Grammar books because he 

did not receive a desired promotion. Upon asking for an explanation, the 
man was told py senior management that he used improper grammar, and 
this reflected poorly on the company.) 


E. You need to provide activities that will help students master irregular verbs. 
Three such activities are suggested here: 


1. Verb Game can be purchased. (See the last page for ordering.) 
Students are divided into two teams and are given cards that have 
various present, past, and past participle verbs on them. Students 
place these on their desks. When you say an infinitive, students on 
each team who have the present, the past, and the past participle of 
that irregular verb assemble in correct order in front of the classroom. 
(I suggest that you do not allow students to run.) The three team 
members who first assemble correctly and say the various verb forms 


earn a point. This is a fun, active learning game. Students 
usually love it! 
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2. This next venture is very “active.” Student should enjoy it, and you may 
-= be amazed by their accelerated learning. 
a. You will need ample room; find a spacious area. 


b. Not all students will be participating in every “verb” activity; you 
may want to assign students who arent involved with each verb to 
read independently. (They may be distracted, but, in this instance, don’t worry 
about it.) All students will need their highlighted list. 


c. Tell students that you will announce each infinitive. Start with 
the second infinitive on the list (to Deaf). 


d. If students had the incorrect past participle of fo beat, they need 
to join you. 


e. You will ask students who have come forward to say fave beaten 
21 times while performing a group action. 
(I always tried to associate an appropriate action with the past participle. 
For example, with fave beaten, we pretended to beat a rug — after 
I explained how my grandmother used to place her rugs over a clothes- 
line and hit them to shake out the dust.) 


(I also recommend moderate [such as a slow skip] to light [such as hand 
motions] while saying the correct past participle 21 times. Always tell 
students that they may stop an activity but to continue to say the past 
participle form. 

f. When you have completed have beaten, proceed with the next 


past participle. Do likewise for each of the listed irregular verbs. 


Note: This activity will take a great deal of time; in fact, you may want to divide it 
into several sessions. However, students usually love it, and they 
tend to master irregular verbs easily.

White-boards* will be useful while practicing irregular verbs. A few 
Suggested ideas are presented here: 


a. Say the infinitive to the entire class. Ask students to write Aas, 
have, or had plus the past participle on their white-boards.

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TO THE TEACHER: 
In order to teach sit/set, rise/raise, and /ie/lay easily, students need to understand 
direct objects. 


Definition: Direct objects occur after a verb and receive the action of the verb. 
(The problem with the definition is that many students will be confused by it, but do share it!) 


Because direct objects receive the action of the verb, they are easier to teach 
through an activity and a series of steps than by definition. 


Explaining a Direct Object: 


Suggestion: Go to your door and open it. Then say, “I opened the door. What Is 
the object I opened?” Students should readily see that the object you opened was a 
door. (Now, you may want to have students open something—a book, a purse, a 
backpack and tell a neighbor the direct object.) Continue to do other things like 
bouncing a ball. Use a variety of concrete examples. Let students see the direct 
object. 


You may want to crumple a paper and throw it into a trash can. Say, “I threw a 


paper into the trash can.” Write this sentence on the board and discuss markings. 
D.O. 


I threw a paper inte+the trash-ean. 


Explain that we will continue to delete prepositional phrases. What is the object I 
threw? Lead students to respond that you threw a paper. Therefore, paperis the 
direct object. Also, remind students that a word in a prepositional phrase 
will not be a direct object. This is important because without deleting the 
prepositional phrases, some students might say, “I threw the trash can.” 


Explain that a sentence containing a direct object must have an action verb. 
Review examples of action verbs. Be sure to emphasize that not all sentences with 
action verbs will have direct objects. Example: We screamed ifin. 


Recommendation: 


Do page 101 orally with your students and allow that to be the day’s lesson. (If you want to go to 
another topic, that’s fine. However, stop teaching direct objects. ) 


On the second day, think of new examples to reteach direct objects. Using NEW examples, go 
through the same process you did on the previous day. Be sure to write a sentence that contains 
both a prepositional phrase and a direct object. In fact, you may want students to write a sentence 
containing a direct object on their white-boards. Ask students to exchange with a friend and let 
the friend delete any prepositional phrases, underline the subject once and the verb or verb phrase 
twice, and label the direct object. Students usually enjoy this. (Of course, if activities such as this 
lead to chaos with your particular group, you may want to have students do this activity individually. ) 
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On page 103, do numbers 1-5 orally with your students. If you feel they understand, let them 
continue. (You may want to allow students to compare answers with a neighbor. After everyone has 
finished, discuss each sentence as a class.) 


SIT/SET, RISE/RAISE, and LIE/LAY (See pages 104-105 for student pages.) Suggested 
active participation activities presented on this page may not be suitable for every class. Let your 
students and your behavioral expectations guide you. 


SIT/SET: A conjugation of both to setand fo sitappears on page 104. (Students have not been 
formally introduced to tenses; therefore, take this part slowly.) Be sure to discuss the forms! 


Explain that to sit does not require an object; it’s something one can do alone. You sit on a chair. 


You can do that without help. 7o setmeans to place and requires a direct object. (Exceptions: The sun 
sets. Hens set.) 


Have students sit on the floor (by their desks) as they say,” I sit.” Then, have them select an object 
from the desk and place it on the floor as they say, “I set on the floor.” Solicit answers 
(direct objects) from students. Active participation enhances learning! | 


Note: At this level, we are dealing with the active voice. In the passive voice, a direct object may not be 
used with fo set. For our purposes, active voice will be used. This is merely for your information. 
| Active Voice: I set the silver bank on the table. (actively involved) 

Passive Voice: The silver bank had been set on the table. 


RISE/RAISE: 7o rise is an irregular verb; fo raise is a regular verb. Teach the forms on page 
104. Discuss that some items can rise without help (the sun). Have students rise form their seats. 
Note than no one pulled them up; they did it on their own. 


Explain to students that if they use ra/se in a sentence, they must have a direct object. Ask students 
to name “objects” that are raised. Possible responses include fand, flag, chickens, and money. Ask 
Students to find an object in their desks and to hold it in the air. Take turns saying, “I raise (or am 
raising) .” Discuss the various direct objects. 


LIE/LAY: (To /iein this text refers to a prone position, not to fibbing.) 

First, spend time discussing these two irregular verbs. Be sure that students understand both. 
These verbs are very difficult, especially in that the past of fo /ie is the same word as the present of 
to lay. Have students think of to /e in terms of to rest. 


Have students lie on the floor. Have them say, “I lie on the floor.” Next, have them stand and say, 
“A minute ago, I lay on the floor.” I was lying on the floor. I had lain there for a few seconds.” 
(You may wish to repeat this activity over a period of several days to help to ensure mastery. It’s 


important that students say the correct forms.) 


Explain to students that fo /ay means fo place. Therefore, there must be something to 
place (direct object). The words, lays, laid, and laying will require direct objects. If 
lay means fo place, it will have a direct object. 
Students will use their knowledge of prepositional phrases. 

Example: The child (lies, lays) by her dad. 

The child (lies, lays) by-herdad.

(It 
makes the process easier.) Then, encourage students to use the replacement technique. You 
are giving them a tool that can be used for proper usage throughout their lives.

Predicate Adjectives: 


Do you remember that a linking verb actually joins or links the subject of 
the sentence with another word? Often, the word linked to the subject is an 
adjective, a describing word. 


The complete predicate of a sentence begins with the verb and usually goes 
to the end of a sentence. 


Example: Kami's stew tastes salty. 
My cousin runs fast in relay races. 


If the sentence is interrogative (a question), change the sentence to a 
statement before determining the complete predicate. 


Example: Is this chicken spicy? 


This chicken is spicy. Is spicy is the complete predicate. 


A predicate adjective (P.A.) is a describing word that happens after the verb 
and goes back to describe the subject of a sentence. Look at the last 
sentence. 
P.A. 
This chicken is spicy. 


Spicy occurs after the verb (in the predicate). Spicy goes back to describe the 
subject, chicken. You can say, spicy chicken. Spicy is called a predicate 
adjective. We label a predicate adjective with the letters, P.A. 


For a word to be a predicate adjective, it must: 
1. Bein a sentence containing a linking verb. 


2. Bein the predicate (after the verb). 
3. Describe the subject of the sentence.

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TO THE TEACHER: 
NOUN DETERMINERS 


Although noun determiners are actually adjectives, it is better to simply refer to 
them as determiners. Determiners are yellow lights; slow down and take a look 
before proceeding. In fact, it’s best to actually stop and analyze the word and its 
usage. Determiners signal that a noun (or sometimes a pronoun) may 
follow. 

For example, ais a determiner. When students see ain a sentence, they 


need to examine the words that follow it.

Check to see if a 
noun naming a person, place, thing, or idea is following. My, your, its, our, their, 
and whose will usually be followed by a noun. Check Aer carefully. 


Examples: my mom his tongue her new bike your video

E. Possessive Nouns: Possessive nouns often signal other nouns.

Some texts present the definition of adverbs in this fashion: 
Adverbs tell when, where, how, and to what extent or how much 


and modify verbs, adverbs, and adjectives. 


This creates a problem for many students. The confusion arises in telling 
students that adverbs modify verbs, other adverbs, and adjectives. 
It is better to start with this definition: 
Adverbs tell how, when, where, or to what extent (how much). 
Most adverbs modify a verb.
